COPPER. MINING IN ANHUL 

1B. En Min, Governor of Anhui, has wired 
to (ho Wutwupu, asking for final instructions ag 
to, how to sottle the dispute between tho British 
Consul at Wubu and tho native gontry of the 
Tung-lin Heien over tha working of copper 
mine at the Tungkano’ Shan hill. According: 
to the wire, Mr. Suodius, 1.M. Consul at 
Wuhu, recently arrived at Auking on board a 
British warship, and insisted that the concenvion 
canny t be cancelled on the ground that the 
concessionaire did despatch am engineer im 
company with » Chinese interpreter to ‘lung. 
kaon Shou to moke the necessary. proparation 
within the fixed period. But tha Chinese main. 
tained that the engineer tnd jhe interpreter 
arrived at their distri t after tho .erpiration 
of the, one-year. limit and even then 
did nothing. ‘Phey simply “inspocted the 
four oxtremities of the mime concession and 
went beck+to Shanghai, In ord-r to sottle the 
P matter, people of Lunglio Hsien are willing to 
return the ‘Vly, 51,000 which were given to the 
Chinese Governmont as royalty by Sir John 
Kaye whon ho obtained the coscession in 1904 
from the Waiwupn, : : 

But Mr. Suidius not only rofused toontartain 
the propia! of the gontry, but. also complained 
of the slow aotion of the Lang-lin mayiatrate 
in tho recent dispute between the coucession- 
sire’s enginoor (who ia reported to be still’ at 
Tungkuan ‘hau) aud the Chinese gentleman, 
Mr. Pan Yu, over a pieos of land in the 
vicinity of the ancestral tombs of the latter, 
The Conant threatened to wire to the 
British winister in Poking for opening 
negotiations with the Waiwupu, if. the 
cage cannot be settled ia favour of tho British 
concessionaire at Anking, 

As the natives of fung-lin Hion alao refused 
to yiold to tho threata of the British Conaal, 
and iosisted on tie cancellation of the original 
agreszmont, the dispute will moat probably ‘be 
referred to Pekiug for its tinal settlement, 

The South China Daily Journal says:—As 
the poor iubabitavts of Tunglia are quite 
justified ia tueix reayouable demand for the ' 
cancellation of the sxistiag ayrooment which 
lost its force long ago,, we sincerely hope, that 
their offoris in preserving Chines> interests in 
their own district, will bo rewarded at last, 
althongh the outlook seems unfavourable to 
them at the prosont moment,

bis boundary wall, the Counoil informed him 
that they wanted o slice of that land for road 
extension, and naturally McMurray told thom 
ho wanted it himself and they could not have it 
He was hailed before the Sapremo Court, the 
Manicipal Council having sought for an 
injunction to restrain him from building as it 
was alloged it was required for the oxtension of 
a road, and onder. Art, VE of ‘the Land 
Regalations he was asked to surrender the land 
to the Manicipal Oouncil.. Tho late Bir 
Nicholas Haonen, softer hearing the case, 
delivered judgment in favour of MoMurray and 
diemissed the petition of tho Municipal, with 
costs, The-Couucil appoaled the case to the 
Privy Council, aud in arch, 1,900, the judg- 
ment arrived here which was in favour of tha 
Munieipal ‘Council. The judgment showed the . 
‘value, of Art. VI of the Land Regulations as a 
means of acquiring frea lond- for road exten. 
sions, a0 long as the land is scheduled pravioug.

Governmonls must pay up when compelled 
to da go, and the £150400,000 of Government 
Post Office Savings Bank deposits render itim- 
perative there should be xo more delay in this.

Why should the Bank of 
England be expected to move in the matter, and 
take the cons quant responsibility and oxpouse 2 
Tho Bank of England is not a Government 
Baok, like the Government Post Office 
savings Bank, but the Issue D -partment of the 
Bunk of England isa Government institution. 
Yad the Bank of Eogland b-en a Government 
institution possibly we should long ago Lave 
had a gold rearrya like the Bank of Franco, hd 
no end of bankruptcies might have been envad 
and greatar prosperity resulted. Certainly tha 
great body of the people in France are batter off 
thon cur people are, with ita ever-incrensing 
army of unemployed: We have so far considered 
the Government as banker, and the Bank of 
England ;and, completing the list of bankers, we 
come to all other bankers, including the Scotch 
and Irish, and not-oven excladiag the coloninl 
and foreign with offices in tho British eles. 
Asked “why they do not deposi: gold in the 
Iseno D-partment’ of the Bank of Bugland,: 
their ananimous reply would be, “The note 
monopoly blocks the way.” Theu the prevuiip- 
tion is that if each bank could issue its own 
bank notes a;ainst gold so deposited bankers 
would gladly avail themselves of the privilege,
